| be: talking to reporters last week- at a conference called 
especially for service newspapers, Mr. Brucker, the new 
Army Secretary, said he was most concerned about the 
“apologetic and defensive” attitude taken, these days, by 
Army officers in their joint work with the other services. He 
said this was not only “not good,” but ummecessary. The 
Army has “a great future,” he thought, and he was going 
to make it his business to restore a positive approach in the 
ground service’s attitude. He didn’t say how he was going to 
do this. (See story in this issue.) 

Mr. Brueker’s intentions are certainly worthy of his 
position and we wish him every suceess. We also wish that 
he had made known during his talk that he understood why 
the Army is afflicted with this sense of inferiority, and how 
he intends to go about putting it on firmer ground. He was 
queried on these points during the conference but came up 
with no adequate replies. This does not imply, of course, that 
he does not understand the problem and has no solution in 
mind. But from a journalistic viewpoint, he just didn’t “give 
out.” That is certainly his privilege. 

On the other hand, we believe no purpose is served by 
sitting on a matter of such concern to the service. Had Mr. 
Brucker stated the reasons for the problem {presuming that 
it exists) and some of his ideas concerning it, he would prob- 
ably have gained not only the interest but support of many 
people—including the newspapermen who are there to listen 
to him. Since he did not, there can only be conjecture as to 
his views. 

For our own part, we have thought for some time that 
the Army’s present dissatisfaction with its role in the defense 
scheme stems principally from the fact, that it has never 
been given “its day in court.” 

Beginning with-State Secretary Dulles’ first enunciation 
of the words “massive retaliation,” the Army has been be- 
littled, patronized and backbitten by the apostles of immacu- 
late war. It has received short shrift in appropriations hear- 
ings and its arguments on its own behalf have, reportedly, 
never been fully heard in top levels of thé administration. 
Under these circumstances, the Army has been given a role 
which, most of its uniformed leaders feel, does not recognize 
its full potentialities. 

‘ The Army has never subscribed to the theory of “mas- 
sive retaliation”—which, indeed, has largely been discredited 
almost everywhere. It recognizes the H-bomb as a deterrent 
to a big war, yes. But the bomb is no answer to the small- 
scale infighting and perimeter wars the Communists find so 
useful. Yet, the Army must uneasily watch most of the na- 
tion’s defense money poured into the building of a great 
strategic bombing force certain to be obsolete in a matter of 
a few years, while its own funds are curtailed and its man- 
power continually reduced. 

The Army perceives its future as an organization of 
small, heavily armed groups capable of moving swiftly any- 
where by air as the need arises. Yet it is gnable to prevail 


‘upon the Air Force to build a carrier fleet large enough to 
‘move these troops‘in any effective rumbers, It cannot get the 


Air Force to organize even an approximation of a tactical 
air force such as the Marines had in Korea or the Army had 
in War II. For the Air Force apparently does not believe that 
planes should be used im cooperation with ground troops. It 
is too busy making big bombers. 

Add to all this the fact that the Army had as a civilian 
leader—before Mr. Brucker came on the job—a man who 
loved the Army but did not believe in it enough to fight for 
the funds to make it go, and it is no wonder that the Army 
is (as Mr. Brucker. = it) “down.” 

The reasons we have cited for this attitude may not tell 
the complete story, but they are an essential part of it. If Mr. 
Brucker is able to correct some of these inequities during his 
tour of duty he will merit the respect of the Army.

Medicare Solution? 


FORT HOOD, Tex.: I believe 
aetion can be taken in the armed 
forces, with a minimum of time 
and expense, to alleviate the de- 
pendent medicare situation. Re 
vision of basie medieal practices 
and elimination of treatment by 
trivial indispositions, (they | con- 
tribute to so much time lost) will 
relieve the over-worked medical 
staffs and promote better doctor 
and patient relationship, 

I suggested a board of doctors 
be formed (one from each special- 
ized branch of the medical profes- 
sion), for the express purpose of 
drafting a system of rules and reg-

ulations governing the medical 
eare of all dependents of military 
personnel. Every doctor serving in 
the armed forces is capable of de- 
termining the necessity of eare 
or treatment requested by depend- 
ents, and should be in complete 
authority regarding medical mat- 
ters. Rank should not be imposed 
to curry special attention. 


This board would compile a list 
of all minor injuries.and trivial in- 
dispositions often used by depend- 
ents as reason for medical care re- 
quests but which are not true or 
valid reason for medical treatment 
or time used. 

It would a'so prepare a table of 
recommended disciplinary action, 
equivalent to the abuse perpe- 
trated by a dependent who asks 
for medical service without valid 
reason, and the sponsor of the de 
pendent who abuses or misuses 
medical care privileges would be 
held responsible and ‘subject to 


‘reprimand, without exception. 


This board would: also 
a series of three lectures (which 
could be delivered by any qualified 
person in the medical profession) 
to cover the following points. 

1. Shortage of doctors and medi- 
cal personnel. 

2. Abuse and Violation -of medi- 
cal privileges by some dependents. 

3. Basic requirements to promote 
good health. 

4. Complete coverage of all 
minor injuries, trivial indisposi- 
tions, causes, and treatment re 


5. Symptoms of maladies, and 
what dees constitute valid reason 
for seeking medical treatment.

PROGRESSIVES AND REAC- 
TIONARIES: The POW “political” 
schools in North Korea were part 
of a mass program te spread 
Marxian ideology and gain converts 
for International Communism. The 
Progressives were called upon to 
deliver lectures, write pamphlets, 
and make propaganda broadcasts. 
Progressive leaders were sent 
among Reactionary groups to ha- 
rangue the men. They wrote 
speeches condemning Capitalism 
and “American aggression in Ko- 
rea.” 


Fortunately, only a few officers 
were Progressives. However, their 
influence was unfortunately strong 
on the enlisted men. If the captain 
ean do it, why can’t I? If the 
colonel signs a peace petition and 
orders the rest of us to do it, we 
have to follow orders, don’t we? 
Altogether the enlisted men were 
on a spot.- That many of them re- 
fused to join the Progressives (and 
rejected a promise, sometimes un- 
fulfilled, of better food, minor lux- 
uries, and mail call) says some- 
thing for the spirit of privates and 
non-coms. The men who gave the 
Progressives an argument—the ac- 
tive Reactionaries—were a rugged 
group. 

Breakdown of leadership was ex- 
actly what the enemy desired. Of. 

were usually segregated. 
Then as soon as a_ natural leader 
stepped forward in a camp, he was 
removed. Progressives were us- 
ually placed in leadership position. 
And if they weren’t obeyed by the 
other POWs, punishments were in 
store for the “insubordinate pris- 
oners.” 

By design and because some of- 
ficers refused to “assume leader- 
ship responsibility, organization in 
some of the POW camps deterio- 
rated to an every-man-for-himself 
situation. Some of the camps be- 
came indescribably filthy. The 
men scuffied for their food. Hoard- 
ers grabbed all the tobacco. Morale 
decayed to the vanishing point. 
Each man mistrusted the next. 
Bullies persecuted the weak and 
sick. Filth bred disease and con- 
tagion swept the camp. So men 
died for lack of leadership and 
discipline,

ORDEAL BY INDOCTRINATION: 

When plunged into a Communist 
indoctrination mill, the average 
American POW was under a seri- 
ous handicap. Enemy political of- 
ficers foreed him to read Marxian 
literature: He-was compelled to 
participate in debates. He had to 
tell what he knew about American 
politics and American history. And 
many times the Chinese or Korean 
instructors knew more about these 
subjects than he did. 

A large number of American 
POWs did not know what the Com- 
munist program was all about. 
Some were confused by it. Self- 
seekers accepted it as an easy out: 
A-few may have believed the busi- 
ness. They signed peace petitions 
and peddiled Communist literature. 
It was not an inspiring spectacle. 
It set loyal groups against coopera: 
tive groups and broke up camp 
organization and discipline. “It 
made fools of some men and tools 
of others. And it provided the 
ie a stooges for propa- 


m ignorance. lay behind much of 
‘trouble. A great many sérvice- 


men were ‘teenagers. At- home 
they had thought of politics as 
dry editorials or “uninteresting 
speeches, dull as ditchwater. 

The uninformed POWs were up 
against it. They couldn’t answer 
arguments in favor of Communism 
with arguments in favor of Ameri- 
canism, because they knew very 
little about their America. The 
Committee heard a number of ex- 
POWs who stated that knowledge 
of Communism would have enabled 
them to expose its fallacies to their 
camp-mates, The Red indoctrina- 
tors tried hard to win the support 
of factory workers. But as one of 
them put it, “We'd heard all that 
guff before. Back home. We 
knew their line.” Knowledge was 
a defense weapon. 

While it might be argued that 
few of the men became sincere 
converts to Communism — indeed, 
the percentage seems to have been 
infinitesimal — the inability of 
many to speak up for Democracy 
distressed loyal. POWs. Active 
collaborators aside, there were 
other passive prisoners that “went 
along.” They lacked sufficient 
patriotism because of their limited 
knowledge of American Democracy. 

It seemed that these POWs in 
question had lost their battle be- 
fore they entered the Service. 
Good citizens — loyal Americans 
— the responsibility for their 
building lies. with the home, the 
church, the community. When 
men enter the Armed Forces, the 
Military Services must carry on 
with this development. 

The Committee, stressing the 
need for spiritual and education- 
al bulwarks against enemy poli- 
tical indoctrination, recommends 
that the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense (Manpower and Per- 
sonnel) be directed to initiate 
exploratory conferences with 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare, and other 
agencies and institutions on pre- 


service training.

poses. 

The Committee also learned that 
POWs in Korea were not drugged. 
Other methods such as denial of 
food or sleep were equally effec- 
tive and more practical.

BEHIND ‘THE BARBED- WIRE 

CURTAIN: 

Perhaps the Red enemy worked 
harder on the Americans than he 
did on the other prisoners. An 
American who signed a propagan- 
da leaflet, a peace petition, or a 
germ warfare confession, was a 
big feather in the enemy’s hat. 
Many Americans in Communist 
POW camps signed something or 
wrote something. Out of 78 men 
under various forms of duress, 38 
signed germ warfare confessions. 
Forty others did not. Both groups 
were under coercion. Why did 
some men break, and some refuse 
to bend? 

Many servicemen exhibited pride 
in themselves and their units, This 
was particularly pronounced where 
they had belonged to the same-unit 
for years. They stood by one an- 
other. If a soldier were sick, his 
fellow soldiers took care of him. 
They exhibited true fraternal 
spirit comradeship, military pride. 
These soldiers did not let each 
other down. Nor could the Ko- 
rean Reds win much cooperation 
from them. 

Interrogation went hand in glove 
with indoctrination. “A prisoner 
was questioned for military infor- 
mation. He was also queried on 
his home life and educational back- 
ground. The interrogator made 
him put it in writing — a bio- 


graphical. sketch. Seldom. did 
the brief autobiography prove 
sufficient. The prisoner was usual- 


ly compelled to write more, and 
in greater detail. If his literary 
efforts were painful, the discom- 
fort was only a beginning. His

GUARDING refugees” 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. — The 
realistic aftermath of war were 
met by the 609th Eng. Camouflage 
Co., 79th Eng. Gp., when during: 
a combat training maneuver they 
were faced with a group of out- 
landish-looking refugees coming 
through their lines. 

The refugees (disguised mem- 
bers of their own unit) were 
dressed in paper cone-shaped 
chinese helmets, T-shirts, and 
rolled up fatigue trousers. 

The refugees were apprehended, 
thoroughly searched, and ques- 
tioned. A concealed weapon was 
fpund in their possession, showing 
the danger of enemy infiltration as 
disguised refugees. Others were 
found to have I. D. cards and tags, 
and were dealth with according to 
the Geneva Convention on war 
prisoners. 


These maneuvers took place af- 
ter a hypothetical nuclear attack 
on the area and were to test the

12-Man Ordnance Unit 
Gets Rid of ‘Harmless’ Ammo 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—A recent El 
Paso, Tex. tragedy in which three 
children were killed and nine per- 
sons injured when a supposedly 
“harmless” shell exploded has 
brought to light the important 
work of the 133d Ord. Det. here at 
Fort Bliss. 

Headed by 2d Lt. Robert E. Cald- 
well, the 11-man detachment is re- 
sponsible for the detection, recov- 
ery and disposal of all latent ex- 
plosives not only at Fort Bliss but 
also within a 300 mile radius of 
Bliss except Mexico. 

Members of the detachment re- 
ceive four months of extensive 
training at the Explosive Ordnance 
School at Indianhead, Md., or Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Md. In the 
course, they are taught both U. S. 
and foreign explosive ordnance. 

Since the accident, the 133d has 
received dozens of calls from El 
Pasoans to pick up various types 
of explosive equipment. When a 
call is received a man is sent to the 
scene as quickly as possible to in- 
vestigate. If the shell is danger- 
ous, it is destroyed. 

“The primary function of ammu- 
nition is to kill,” said Lt. Caldwell, 
“and the home is no place for it. 
The. slightest improper handling 
can set off many of these explosive 
weapons.” 

Although the detachment per- 
forms a periodic range clearance, 
it is impossible to keep the Bliss 
ranges clear at all times due to the 
intensity of firing at the base. All 
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impact areas have been posted 
with warning to personnel that 
they are dangerous areas. 





Captain Heads New 
Army Nursing Branch 


WASHINGTON. — Capt. Eliza- 
beth A. Pagels of the Army Nurse 
Corps has been appointed chief of 
the new health nursing branch in 
the preventive medicine division, 
it was announced by Maj. Gen. 
Silas B. Hays, Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral. 

The new post was created to 
provide central control for the 
Army health nursing service pro- 
gram conducted on military instal- 
lations. The first program in. the 
United States was initiated at Fort 
Devens, Mass., in 1949. It is pri- 
marily concerned with the preven- 
tion of illness among the depend- 
ents of military personriel by in-

The simple facts are 
that, use we and our insti- 


tutions are derived largely from . 


a British heritage, we can’t un- 
derstand why we and the British 
have developed so differently. 
The British, oddly enough, feel 
the same way. 

Moral? Try to understand the 
other fellow by his standards, 
not your own. With this as a 
guide, England will be a first- 
rate assignment for you. 


The Climate 


Great Britain includes Eng- 
d, Scotland, and Wales. Offi- 
, however, it is simply the 
major portion of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, or simply 
U. K. for short. Farther north 
than most Americans realize, the 
U. K. has the same latitude as 
Labrador. With a population of 
about 47,000,000, it is a trifle 
larger than Idaho. Nowhere in 
the kingdom are you ever more 
than a hundred miles from the 
sea. 

Thanks to the Gulf Stream, 
temperatures are not bad. ‘Sum- 
mer temperatures usually range 
between 60 and 75 degrees. When 
it goes above 80, Englishmen re- 
= themselves as victims of a 

eat wave. Winter averages 
usually range between 30 and 
40 degrees, with an occasional 
dip into the twenties. 

However, the miserable fea- 
ture of English weather is the 
rain. Strangely enough, rainfall 
is not abnormally high, The 
trouble with English rain is that 
it can’t quite make up its mind 
to fall and, as a result, it stays 
suspended in the air in the form 
of drizle and mist. British 
weather could be characterized 
as a eool, foggy Boston. 

There is a score of U. §. 
armed forces installations in 
Great Britain, ranging up and 
down the island from London to 
Prestwick, Scotland: The major- 
ity of installations are Air Force 
bases. Navy and Army activities 
are chiefly restricted to the Lon- 
don area. The normal tour of 
duty for all services is three 
years. 

In almost every case, travel to 
the U. K. is via ship. The voy-

Housing 

Government housirig is ex 
tremely limited in the U. K. You 
ean safely assume that you will 
have to rent quarters privately. 
This will be no task, for 
much of _ the is below 


priced, Practically all housing 
available is offered furnished. 
In the London area a two-bed- 
room apartment or “flat” will 
rent from $125 to $225 per 
month, plus utilities which will 
average an additional $25. While 
the furnishings may be sufficient 
in quantity, they will probably 
be wanting in quality. Unfur- 
nished housing, on the rare oc- 
casions when it is offered, runs 
about 15 percent cheaper. 

Don’t, whatever you do, sign 
a rental agreement without 


having it checked by the legal 


officer at your base. British 
leases are vunusual documents 
which may bind the tenant to 
pay an excessive charge for de- 
preciation and to pay such odd 
charges as the cost of drafting 
the rental agreement and the cost 
of purchasing the official stamps 
which must be affixed to it: One 
thing to insist on is that a clause 
be inserted granting you the 
right to terminate the lease upon 
receiving change-of-station or- 
ders or, at the very least, the 
tight to sublet in the case of a 
change of station. 


Goods & Appliances 


In the unlikely event that you 
are assigned government quar- 
ters, you will find them com- 


pletely equipped and furnished. 


with all basic items. The only 
things you need bring with you 
will be small appliances, linens, 
cooking and eating utensils, bric- 
a-brac, and, for comfort’s sake, 
your own beds. 


If you rent furnished housing, 
which will probably be the case, 
you should bring all of the above 
oe 2 refrigerator; a deep-freeze, 
f you own one; a washing ma- 
chine, either manual or auto- 
matic; coffee and end tables; and 
lamps. 


Normally, peasrheld goods 
take from two fo three months 
to arrive from the states. Be 
sure to include vital standby 
items in your hold baggage so 
that you won't have to wait in 
a state of suspended animation. 

British electricity is 230- to 
250-volt, 50-cycle, A.C. However, 
in some few localities, direct cur- 
rent is used; so make sure you 
find out what the situation is be- 
fore you sign a lease, since AC 
appliabces will not work on DC. 

Transformers may be pur- 
Chased locally, although those of 
a capacity greater than 100 watts 
are difficult to find. It is wise 
to bring two large transformers 
(at least 1000 watis) from the 
states.

Bring 
your radio, but leave your tele- 
vision set at home; it will not 
bring in British channels. 
Artifictal gas is available al- 
most everywhere in the U. K. 
American gas appliances will 
work well with minor adjust-* 
ments which can be made locally. 


Servants 


Domestic servants are as 
scarce in Great Britain as in the 
states. If you can find a maid, 
she will expect about 35 cents 
an hour, or about $12 a week 
plus room and board if. she 
works full time. 


Your Car 


It is desirable to have an auto- 
mobile in England. Publi¢ trans- 
portation is excellent throughout 
the country, but you are likely 
to live some distance from work, 
and a car of your own will be 
convenient. 

The cost of operating a car in 
Great Britain is considerable. 
Gas stations on U.S. bases are 
required by Brftish law to charge 
British purchase taxes. As a con- 
sequence, gasoline costs about 
40 cents a gallon. Road tax and 
license total $33 a year. Unlim- 
ited public liability and property 
damage insurafice is required- 
and may be purchased locally. 
There are sufficient repair facili- 
ties, but spare parts for Ameri- 
can cars must generally be or- 
dered from the: states. 

The wisest and simplest course 
is to buy a British car. They are 
better suited to the roads, which, 
in many places, are rather nar- 
row, and they are infinitely more 
economical to operate. Further, 
they will be equipped for driv- 
ing on the “wrong side.” 

American servicemen are for- 
given the British purchase tax 
when buying a locally produced 
ear. A popular small model will 
cost $1200 or $1300; a larger, 
higher-powered car will cost 
from $1500 to about $3000. Brit- 
ish cars are generally well con- 
structed, although few offer the 
comfort and streamlining of 
American models. 


Clothing 


Deciding what clothing to buy _ 


for a tour-in England is. tricky, 
because. there are a number of 
points to consider.. 11 is not. pos- 


sible to buy ready-made clothes 
“off the rack”—as the British 
say—with the same ease as in 
the states. The range of sizes 


_and styles is much more limited. 


Lingerie, hose, and other items 
made of the miracle fibers are 


scarce and expensive. Shoes are: 


extremely well made but expen- 
sive and styled for comfort and 
durability rather than smartness. 

While woolen clothing is fairly 
reasonable, cottons cost roughly 
twice as much as in the states. 

Children’s clothing, though, is 
readily procurable locally at at- 
tractive prices. 

Sweaters of excellent quality, 
particularly cashmeres, may be 
purchased for less than stateside 
prices. 

In. clothing needs, the empha- 
sis is on warmth and dryness. 
There are minimum require- 
ments for a summer wardrobe, 
but there is considerable need 
for forma] attire—more so than 
in the states. 

Bring whatever warm chil- 
dren’s clothes you have on hand, 
but don’t buy especially for the 
trip, since everything you need 
can be purchased locally. Brit- 
ish schools have their own “uni- 
form” requirements, which vary 
from school to school. So you 
will save money and be sure of 
getting the right clothing if you 
wait until after arrival in the 
U.K. to outfit your youngsters 
for school. 

Women wear suits all: year 
round, so bring all you have. 
Bring a winter-weight coat (fur 
is fine) and a medium-weight 
coat, too. Even during most of 
the summer, you can use a light 
wrap in ‘the -evening. Long- 
sleeved wool dresses, dressy 
shoes, several hats, a few light- 
weight summer frocks, one or 
two formals, two or three cock- 
tail dresses, several skirts and 
blouses, and a good supply of 
hose will complete the list.

Most American children at- 
- tend either on-base schools or 


public -schools. In some areas, 
nursery schools are available for. 
preschool youngsters. Incidental 
ly, it is good to bring a goed sup- 
ply of toys for children, since 
toys are rather expensive on the 
British market. 

In addition to the dozens of 
fine British colleges and univer- 
sities, the University of Mary- 
land maintains resident courses 
on all major bases. Full college 
credit is given, and tuition costs 
must be borne by the individual. 


Medical Care 


Although the armed forces 
maintain a widespread system 
of medical and dental facilities 
in the United Kingdom, it con 
sists, for the most part, of dis 
pensaries rather than hospitals. 
Patients needing highly special 
ized care are evacuated to Ameri 
can hospitals in Germany. 

The majority of dependents 
use British medical resources in 
the event of illness. Under the 
British National Health Program 
they are entitled to complete 
medical attention, including hos 
pitalization if required, at no 
cost. British medical standards 
are high, and American families 
seem well satisfied with the care 
they receive from local doctors, 


Money 


American personnel are paid 
in scrip, dollar instruments which 
are the legal medium of ex- 
change in all American installa 
tions. Transactions with British 
shopkeepers must be carried on 
in British currency. The con- 
version rate is $2.80 a pound or 
20 shillings, 

Several American banks main- 
tain branches in England. In ad- 
dition, the American Express 
Company provides banking facili- 
ties at the American bases. 

Each American entering the 
U. K. is permitted to bring in a 
maximum of $50 in currency and 
unlimited amounts in checks and 
money orders. Make certain that 
the customs officer endorses in 
your passport the amount of, dol 
lars you bring in, or you will not 
be permitted to take them out 
upon departure.

The Army and Navy cuts 
may be justified by their propon- 
ents by pointing to the reduction 
of Imperial commitments: no 
more garrison in Suez, British 
troops to be withdrawn from the 
Sudan and already out of Austria 
and Trieste, the Malaya guerrilla 
war cooling off, the Mau Mau 
trouble ditto. 

There is something to be said 
for all these urgings of economy. 

But there is also something to 
be said for the fact that once 
the cuts have been made, and 
translated inte reduction in the 
production of teday’s extremely 
complicated weapons and in the 
training of men to handle theni, 


that inspired the cuts 
prove unjustified. 

It takes a long time to translate 
an emergency appropriation bill 
into a guided missile or a fully

Army Rewards Alaskan Bush Pilot 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.— 
Eight lives for three 55-gallon 
drums of aviation gasoline. That 
was the price paid recently by the 
Army in Alaska to Don Sheldon, 
bush pilot of Talkeetna, Alaska, 
when he saved eight members of 
the I & R Platoon, 53d Inf. Regt., 
Fort Richardson, from exposure 
and possible drowning. " 

According to Lt. Clyde L. Hawn, 
leader of the platoon, Sheldon, a 
civilian pilot, risked his life four 
times in succession when he res- 
cued the p which was stranded 
in the wilderness. The following is 
an account ef the incident as told 
by Lt. Hawn: 

- am . 

“WE WERE ON A scouting 
trainjng mission, riding down the 
Susitna River in a boat, when a 
treacherous cross-current caught 
the craft, whirled it around and 
tipped it over into the icy water. 
Most of the men were good swim- 
mers, so we began to buck the 
strong current to shore. One man 
who couldn’t make it clung to the 
boat-bottem and rode it down the 
rapids. All our gear and equip- 
ment was lost in the upset. 

“Army aireraft from Fort Rich- 
ardson were not scheduled to check 
our progress until two days later, 
and we had no means of ju- 
nication. We started w. 
through the wilderness toward 
what we guessed was the nearest 
shelter, Late that evening we came 


to a creek, about 40 yards wide, 
swift, cold and over six feet deep 
in the center. 

“As we searched the bank for 
the best possible place to start 
swimming, we heard an airplane 
engine and one of the men got out 
on a small gravelbar andybuilt a 
fire to attract its attention. The 
plane, equipped with hévons, 
came into view and the pilot’ wag- 
ged its wings, indicating he had 
spotted. us.

“WE WERE OVERJOYED at a 
possible Pescue so soon, but we 
could only wait. We built the fire 
larger to protect us from the mos- 
quitoes and hoped the plane would 
return soon, as it was beginning 
to get dusk. 

“At the point where we were 
stranded, the creek runs into the 
Susitna River which flows through 
a canyon over 500 feet high on 
both sides. The current is over 10 
miles per hour and the canyon has 
many sharp turns and twists. Be- 
cause of the creek running at right 
angles to the main current of the 
river, the water is very tricky and 
choppy. 

“In about 15 minutes the air- 
craft returned, flying lower and 
heading downstream, and again 
flew out of sight, but reappeared 
a minute or two later flying lower 
still. The daylight was growing dim 





and we had no idea he was going 


to attempt a landing on the raging 
water, but he did, and after careful 
taxiing came near the gravel-bar. 
He gave us instructions on how to 
handle the light plane when it 
neared shore, and taxied up to us. 


Due to the tricky current it took 
five minutes to taxi the last 20 


yards. 

“The pilot said he had spotted 
a gasoline drum and some debris 
floating down-river and had heard 
there was a party attempting to go 
through the canyon, so had inves- 
tigated to see if there had been 
trouble.

“IN A SERIES OF THREE more 
take-offs over a period of more 
than* five hours, Sheldon flew all 
seven soldiers to safety and re- 
turned to look for the man who 
had floated down the rapids on 
the boat-bottom. He found him safe 
and flew him to join us.” 

Asked how much he wanted in 
payment for the rescue, Sheldon 
replied: “All us bush pilots look 
for people who may be stranded, 
whenever we go up. As for fe- 
imbursement for my efforts and 
flying time—why—just give me 
three drums of gasoline to re- 
place the stuff I’ve used.”

THE FEDERAL civilian payroll 
during the year ending last June 30 
climbed to $9,621,000,000—$168- 
million more than the previous 
year—a joint House-Senate com- 
mittee reported last week. 

But even though the amount of 
money increased, the number of 
federal employees leveled off dur- 
ing the year, the report showed. 

Average number of civilians on 
the federal payroll last fiscal year 
was 2,367,290—just 487 under the 
average listed for the previous 12- 
month reporting period—according 
to the report.
